Refused Oath.

“Pretty near 70 per cent of 
the voters in the precinct asked 
the election judges to vote the 
ballots for them,” Schindler told 
the board. ‘‘Many said they want- 
ed to vote the straight ticket.” 

Asked by Nack if the law did 
not require an oath be admin- 
istered to such persons, Schin- 
dier replied that voting of this 
type without an oath had been 
the practice since “time imme- 
morial.” 

The witness said none of the 
voters at the polling place of 
Precinct 3, Ward 7, was required 
to take an oath for the Aug. 3 
primary. 

Conditions for Request. 

He said he was unaware 
whether any of the: voters who 
asked for help were illiterate or 
physically handicapped — the 
only conditions under which 
they could legally request poll 
officials to mark the ballots.

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LETTER RECEIVED 
FROM WIFE OF 
MISSING DIPLOMAT 


LONDON, Aug. 19 (AP) — A 
letter from the American-born 
wife of missing British diplomat 
Donald Macwuean to her mother 
came ‘to light today. It bore an 
Oct. 24, 1953, Cairo postmark. 
MacLean and a Foreign Office 
associate, Guy Burgess, vanished 
three years ago, presumably. be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. Mrs. Me- 
linda MacLean disappeared later 
-— last September — with her 
ake children. She was traced 
from Switzerland into the Soviet 
orbit. 

The letter to her mother, Mrs. 
Melinda Dunbar, said Mrs. Mac- 
Lean and her children are well 
and happy, but there was no 
clue as to where she is, nor was 
there any mention of her hus- 
band. Mrs. Dunbar received the 
letter Nov. 6, 1953, in Paris 
where she was living tempo- 
rarily. 

The’ Foreign Office believes 
the letter was given to a courier 
from behind the Iron Curtain to. 
mail in Cairo in order to cover:

whereabouts. There have been 
rumors MacLean is: working out | 
of..Prague. and there is specula- 
tion that he and Burgess may 
be masterminding new Soviet 
propaganda moves.

CHICAGO, Aug. 19 (UP)— 
The nation is in a “world war

President's Message. 


The President’s letter said the 
association has “sought to pro- 
tect our people against unethical 
practices and.to bring about a 
better administration of justice.” 

But he said the association 
faces a “new and truly awe- 
some responsibility. For it is 
imperative that you never cease 
your efforts until all people of 
the world know the sense of 
facts, the sense of evidence and 
the sense of reason which lead 
to human justice and to a se- 
cure freedom for all,” Mr. Eisen- 
hower. wrote. 

“We are living in a world of 

ideas and are going through a 
world war of ideas,” Warren 
said. “Everywhere there is a 
contest for the hearts and minds 
of people. 
“Every political concept is un- 
der scrutiny. Our American sys- 
tem like all others is on trial 
both at home and abroad. The 
way it works; the manner in 
which it solves the. problem of 
our day; the extent to which 
we maintain the spirit of our 
Constitution with its Bill . of 
Rights, will in the long run do 
more .to make it both secure 
and the object of adulation than 
the number of hydrogen bombs 
we stockpile.” 


Significance of Site. 


Warren noted that the new

A Leading Spirit. 


De Gasperi was a leading 
spirit in western Europe’s stum- 
bling progress toward unifica- 
tion.

The 
coal-steel assembly last May 
elected him its president. 

Ironically, he died only a few 
hours before the foreign minis- 
ters of Italy and the five other 
nations of the projected Euro- 
pean Defense Community gath- 
ered in Brussels at a meeting 
which may mean the death of 
the international army plan.

Shortly after Mendes-France 
spoke, however, Dutch Foreign 
Minister J. W. Beyen bluntly 
said the French proposals were 
not acceptable to his govern- 
ment.

new perjury indictment against 
Owen Lattimore, controversial

announced today. 

Rover said evidence to be 
presented to the grand jury will 
include “certain aspects” of Lat- 
timore’s sworn testimony before 
a Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee in February 1952, 
which were not included in the 
original in nt, key sections 
of which have been knocked out 
on appeal. 

Should the grand jury vote 
additional charges, Rover said, 
the procedure will be to ask that 
they be consolidated with five 
counts remaining in the original 
indictment. 

In any event, Rover said, the 
Government is prepared to bring 
Lattimore to trial on the five 
remaining counts. 

In December 1952, a Federal 
grand jury indicted Lattimore, 
one-time Far Eastern affairs ad- 
viser to the State Department, 
on seven counts of perjury 
growing out of his sworn testi- 
mony before the Senate subcom- 
mittee. 

Key Count Thrown Out. 

Two of those counts, includ- 
ing the key one—that he lied 
when he said he* never was a) 
Communist sympathizer or pro- 
motor of Red interests — were 
thrown out on appeal on the 
ground that they were too vague. 

Rover said he will not appeal 
to the Supreme Court for rein- 
statement of those two counts, 
but instead will offer new evi- 
dence to a grand jury, beginning 
Sept. 13. 

He said the additional evi-

The atomic bill just enacted was improved at 
every point in the long, hard congressional strug- 
gle, but is still not as good as it should have been. 

The most notable victory is on patents. Com- 
pulsory licensing is required for five years, as 
President Eisenhower had proposed. A fight 
will be required to retain that safeguard against 
monopoly, though. Chairman Cole of the Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee, who fought almost 
to the bitter end for private 17-year patents, 
serves warning that if re-elected to the House 
he will introduce legislation repealing the com- 
pulsory patent-sharing clause of the law. 

Most notable défects in the bill relate to 
public atomic power and the proposed inter- 
national atomic pool for the development of 
peaceful uses of atomic energy to develop back- 
ward nations. President Eisenhower proposed 
the international pool last December in an ad- 
dress to the United Nations which raised hopes 
throughout the world. The pool provision was 
dropped from the atomic bill. 

As for public power, the bill as originally 
drawn was an all-private-power measure. As 
adopted it is little if any better. It bars AEC 
from commercial production of atomic power 
except for the incidental productiqn from its 
reactors, but permits other government agencies 
that produce or sell power to apply for an 
atomic reactor license, 

If any Government agency is to produce 
atomic power commercially for yardstick pur- 
poses, AEC is the most likely. The bar to its 
doing so is a heavy blow to the nation’s public 
power program. Whether the permission for 
other agencies to apply for a license will prove 
meaningful, only developments will disclose, but 
the AEC bar leaves the outlook unfavorable. 

The bill permits the President's power direc- 
tive to AEC to stand, but rules out the question- 
able device of having the United States Treas- 
ury reimburse a private concern for its federal 
income taxes. This is the directive by which 
the Dixon-Yates syndicate would build a steam 
plant at West Memphis, Ark., to supply electric 
power to AEC for use by TVA. 

On the credit side in the finished bill is the 
clause retaining the preference to public and 
co-operative distribution systems in the market- 
ing of federally produced power. As the clause 
applies, however, only to the incidental, non- 
commercial output of AEC, it appears thus far a 
victory largely in principle. And the preference 
principle seems in danger of being seriously 
compromised by a strange provision in the bill 
giving preference to private applicants for 
atomic licenses in areas of high power costs. As 
most areas of high power costs are private-power 
areas already, this proviso would be in the direc- 
tion of freezing out future public powér develop- 
ments from ‘the very aréas of the nation that 
need them most. 

The “back-door Bricker amendment” in the 
atomic bill was modified, though not eradicated, 
in the final version. As first amended the bill 
would have limited the President to sharing 
atomic secrets with one nation at a time—thus 
bypassing. such organizations as NATO—and 
would have subjected his actions to a check by 
Congress. The finished bill allows the President 
to furnish atomic information to a group of 
nations, but (and here the remnant of the 
“back-door Bricker amendment” creeps in) only 
if the United States is a member through a 
treaty or agreement approved by Congress. ..- 

Further improvement of the atomic act should » 
be among the first business of the next session 
of Congress. The adopted bill is evidence that, 

with strenuous-enough efforts, improvements 
can be brought about. 
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Only One Senator 

Senator Kefauver added substantially to his 
stature by voting against the hurry-up, rush 
legislation to outlaw the Communist party. He 
knew that both parties were playing politics 
and so when his name was called he voted his 
conviction—that the legislation was unwise and 
unnecessary. It it not easy for a Senator to 
cast the only vote against a sweeping tide. 
Estes Kefauver did what he thought was right, 
regardless of the consequences, and we salute 
him for it. 
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Pistols and Fast Side Pawnshops 

East St. Louis is out to plug the dangerous 
loophole in its firearms ordinance. The measure 
requires that prospective purchasers of pistols 
first must obtain permits from the police—with 
one exception: If a weapon is delivered outside 
the city limits, no permit is necessary. 

Some East. Side pawnshop operators have 
seized on-that loophole as a means of peddling 
pistols to persons without permits. The weapon 
used in a recent fatal shooting was obtained 
that way. There is no telling how many others 
have been delivered to holdup men and thugs 
working both sides of the Mississippi. 

Police Commissioner Beebe has now offered 
an amendment that would prohibit negotiating 
for such a sale without a permit. It is likely to 
be adopted next week. Whether that will solve 
the problem remains to be seen. But at least it 
is a step in the right direction. Neither East 
St. Louis nor its neighbors could afford to sit 
back and hope that the pawnshop operators 
would show a little civic responsibility by com- 
plying with the spirit of the law. 

A great many people will sleep better knowing 
the loophole has been closed. 
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‘Liberal as Can Be 

More’ liberal FHA terms have gone into ef- 
fect here under the new housing law recently 
passéd by Congress, which adds liberality to 
liberality. 

The new housing act is based on the theory 
that what the country needs is less public hous- 
ing and more private construction, promoted 
by easier credit terms. Actually this is about 
what the nation has been getting anyway. 

Spurred by last year's softer Federal Reserve 
money policy and an abundance of mortgage 
funds, private construction starts this year are 
close to a record. Dollar, costs of family units 
have increased. But while this has been going 
on, starts on public housing for low-income 
groups declined to 10,700 in the first half of 
1954 as against 28,300 in that time last year. 

The federal housing program is dedicated to 

helping more people own more homes, but 
: easing credit still further to accomplish that 
end raises some questions for the future. FHA 
guarantees the mortgagor against excessive risk 
but it does not guarantee that a man now per- 
mitted to buy a $9000 house for $450 down with 
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strange time to encourage an industry which Is 


acting as if it needs slight encouragement, or 
to boost one segment of the national economy 
which currently needs little boosting. 
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EDC Parley or Poker Game? 


Six West European nations have begun their 
important Brussels conference which may deter- 
mine the shape of the European Defense Com- 
munity, if there is to be one. And the question 

_ already perplexing the United States and Britain 
is what the dramatic Premier Mendes-France 
will do, 

Will he tell the nations to accept French pro- 
posals to change EDC or count France out, or 
will he welcome rejection of the proposals so 
he can tell his own»parliament it must accept 
EDC as is? Is-Mendes-France driving EDC far- 
ther from realization or is he playing a masterly 
poker hand to briglg about French ratification? 

The French request for an early Big Four 
foreign ministers’ meeting with Russia to con- 
sider a German peace settlement has already 
drawn blistering rejections from the United 
States and Britain. The Allies obviously fear 
that such a meeting might be used as an excuse 
to delay both ratification of EDC or West German 
rearmament. 

Strong hints have come from Washington and 
London that, if France does not ratify EDC, the 
EDC treaty will be separated from the general 
settlement with Bonn and that West Germany 
will be restored to full sovereignty with the 
right to maintain its own defense forces. 

Mendes-France himself has said that such a 
rearmament of Germany is inevitable if the 
deputies do not stop their “shilly-shallying.” And 
by setting Aug. 28 as the date for starting the 
EDC debate in the Chamber of Deputies he 
seems to be making an earnest effort for a show- 
down, one way or the other. 


Since the hope for European integration has 
lost a good bit of its glamor everywhere, a com- 
promise with the French desires may be the 
best way out. As The New York Times says: 


It is impossible to underestimate the 
agonizing sacrifice France is asked to make 
in surrendering sovereignty over the larger 
part of her defense forces and merging her- 
self into an international community that in- 
cludes her “traditional” enemy. And if the 
first French Premier willing to bring this 
question to a decision feels it necessary to 
ask for concessions to French sensibilities, 
he is entitled to a sympathetic hearing. Fur- 
thermore, some kind of European Defense 
Community, which will in any case have to 
be perfected on the basis of trial and — 
is better than none at all. 


Or can all hope be put on the poker theory? 
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A Rat Haven in a City Park 

Of all the places to maintain a trash dump, a 
public park, established as a place of beauty 
and recreation, is just about the worst spot that 
could be chosen. Yet in North St. Louis, not 
far from the center of O'Fallon Park, there is a 
large dump in a badly eroded ravine. Some of 
the fill consists of remains of lunches scattered 
by picknickers and this provides food for the 
many rats that now infest the'site. 

Surely this ravine could have been filled 
without using the kind of trash that makes it 
into a haven for rats. Unsightly and foul-smell- 
ing, it now is a health menace. Why does Park 
Commissioner Baumes allow it to exist? Why 
has not the Rat Control Section of the Health 
Division been on the job? Are there similar 
dumps in any other of the city’s parks? 
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Herbert Hoover Jr.: Good Choice 


Unanimity does not always mean thoughtful 
approval, but in the confirmation of Herbert 
Hoover Jr., as Under Secretary of State, we 
believe it represents the feeling of the Senate 
that President Eisenhower has made a good 
choice. 

The 51-year-old Mr. Hoover, son of the elder 
of our two living ex-Presidents, has been a spe- 
cial consultant in the State Department for a 
year. His particular assignment was an espe- 
cially knotty one—the Anglo-Iranian oil dispute. 

It would be too much to say that Mr. Hoover 
adjusted it single-handed, but the fact is that he 
did have a great deal to do with the settlement. 
Only a short time ago, Britons and Iranians were 
virtually at ene another's throats over oil in the 
Middle East.

The new Under Secretary can take a genu- 
ine satisfaction in the result. 

When Gen. Walter Bedell Smith leaves the 
State Department, Mr. Hoover will move into his 
shoes. This means that the newly confirmed 
official will be Acting Secretary of State when 
Secretary Dulles is out of the country. It means 
that an important assignment such as went to 
Gen. Smith at Geneva will go to Mr. Hoover in 
the future. The country will wish the engineer- 
diplomat all the best in his difficult work.

New Method of Milk] . 


Pickup Latest Devel- 
opment in Field of 
Food Distribution.

T is fascinating to watch the |) 


constant developments which 

are made in the handling and 
distribution of foods, all aimed 
toward giving: the homemaker 
thd finest possible products for 
her table.

, into operation in this area (al- 


though it has. been functioning 
on a large scale in other parts 
of the country) is a method of 
milk collection which is a mar- 
vel of sanitation, and which 
makes it possible for milk to 
arrive in St. Louis a good six 
to eight hours ahead of its 
present schedule. 

Not that the present method 
is in any way subject to. criti- 
cism; Wwe may well be proud of 
the remarkably high standards 
of sanitation which are strictly 
enforced in this area in every 
detail of milk control. 

But this new farm pick-up sys- 
tem, which some members of the 
industry feel is the most import- 
ant development in the dairy 
field since pasteurization, is 
streamlined to the point where 
right from the cow to the table, 
literally “untouched by human 
hands,” without benefit of cans, 
milk house or receiving station. 

Under the new set-up, a re- 
frigerated pipeline carries the 
milk from the milker to a stain- 
less steel tank on the farm, 
where it is held under constant 
refrigeration awaiting collection | 
by a bulk farm pick-up tank, 
which pumps the milk from the 
farm storage tank, through @ 
sanitary hose, and inte the in- 
sulated transport tank. ~ 

This pick-up tank is quite a 
vehicle; it has its own built-in 
sterilization equipment so that 
the hose may be sterilized after 
each pick-up, in addition fo 
equipment necessary to measure 
the milk, record its weight, and 
take a butterfat sample at each 
stop. Then the milk is on its 
speedy way to town—and to you. 

And there we have the latest 
step toward assuring you of the 
finest foods which ever reached 
the homemakers’ tables in any 
era. Progress, it’s wonderful.

In selecting peaches, remem- 
ber that the background color 
rather than the blush is the 
guide to maturity. Some well- 
flavored varieties never have it, 
even when fully ripe, so it is 
more important to look for a 
creamy or yellowish background 
color to be sure the peaches are 
mature enough to ripen.

Company Formed to Provide 
Technical Service for 
Industry. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
The formation of the Nuclear 
Science and Engineering Corp. 
was announced teday by Gordon 
Dean, former chairman of the 
United States Atomic Energy 
Commission. He is chairman of 
the board of the new company. 

The American Metal Co., Ltd., 
and the Ketay Manufacturing 
Corp., with Lehman Brothers, in- 
vestment bankers, participated in 
creation of the new enterprise. 

Dean said the company is the 
first of its kind in the atomic 
energy field. It plans to provide 
technical services to firms en- 
gaged in nuclear power develop- 
ment and to industries seeking 
to apply radioactivity to products 
and processes. 

The new company has head- 
quarters in Pittsburgh. The 
president is Ronald A. Brightsen, 
previously associated with the 
atomic power division of West- 
inghouse Electric Cerp. Also 
from Westinghouse are Dr. 
Ralph L. Ely, the company’s Vice 
president and technical director, 
and Richard S. Frankel, secre- 
tary-treasurer. 

Directors include Dr. Glenn T. 
Seaborg, professor at the Uni- 
versity of California and Co-dis- 
eoverer of plutonium and ele- 
ments 97 and 98, and Dr. Manson 
Benedict, professor of nuclear 
engineering at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology.

Packaged Cement Mixes. 


HE big reason why most peo- 
T ple put off doing concrete 

repairs and new concrete 
work is that up until recently, 
working with concrete has been 
—_ a lot of bother and a lot of 
uss. 


If you wanted to do a small 
job you first had to get hold of 
a bag of cement, then a load of 
sand and gravel and then mix 
them all up together. By the 
time you had them mixed and 
ready to use you didn’t have 
much energy left. 


Today, of course, things are 
different. For home concrete 
jobs you can buy concrete all 
mixed by the bag. You simply 
have to add water and stir it. 
into the dry concrete. 


Packaged concrete and-mortar 
is sold through lumber yards 
and hardware stores. The large 
size packages run 80 to 90 
pounds Other sizes are 45, 25 
and 11 pounds. For concrete 
jobs such as repairing walks and 
driveways or installing founda- 
tions for various projects you 
use @ gravel mix. This is a mix- 
ture of cement, sand and gravel. 
For patching concrete and stuc- 
co you use a sand mix and for 
laying bricks, concrete and cin- 
der blocks dnd stone you use a 
mortar mix, 


Packaged concrete and mortar 
will produce a more durable job 
than if the ingredients were 
hand mixed by an amateur and, 
of course, require much less el- 
bow grease. And it’s not neces- 
sary to use the entire contents 
of a package at one time. The 
unused portion can be used at 
some later date if left in the 
original bag and stored in a dry 
place where oe contents can’t 
absorb moistur
